Bliss of the national committee actually did receive Harriman 
money, and that he signed a receipt in due form; that Mr. Roose- 
velt was most solicitous for Mr. Harriman's aid; that he sought 
his counsel and intimacy; thnljicknowledged with fervor Mr, Har- 
riman's congratulations when elected in 1004; that he flattered 
Harriman, wheedled him, studied him and sought to win his favor 
and support in every conceivable way.

•which he is striving to remedy. Absentee landlordism, all the 
cruelties of poverty, the stupor of dependence, the unconscious 
infamy that calls a people peon*—all that is the tragic legacy 
bequeathed by Porlirio Diaz. 


The New York Sun says the political intimacy between Presi- 


dent Roosevelt and the late Edward H. Harriman during the cam- 
paign of 1904 is further illustrated by the letters and dispatches 
produced Monday afternoon at Washington by the former private 
secretary of Mr. Harriman. Without adding direct evidence of 
sensational importance they strengthen the theory of this highly 
interesting relation that has been generally entertained since the 
first publication of a letter to Mr. Sidney Webster, Mr. Tegethoff 
further testified of his own knowledge that Mr. Harriman in.the 
winter of 1008 informed him of the $250,000 Irjansaetion four 
years earlier and attributed it to conferences between himself and 
President Roosevelt.

United Stitti National Muieum Ro- 


oolvei Valuable Ganiovoort Do- 


nation o? War Relloi. 


The United States National museum 


has lately added a rich collection of 
souvenirs through donation of a val- 
uable series of uniforms, swards, rel- 
ics and other objects relating to Brig. 
Gen. Peter Gansevoort, Jr., his son 
and grandson. The objects of primary 
interest are the ones pertaining to 
General 
Gansevoort 
himself, 
who 


served In the revolutionary war. He 
was born In Albany, N. Y., July 17, 
1749, and died there on July 2, 1812, 
at the age of slxtr-three years. 


The two uniforms—one of the revo- 


lution and one of the 1810-1812 period 
—attract more attention than any- 
thing else. The revolutionary one Is 
the only uniform of the time In the 
museum collection except that of Gen- 
eral Washington. 


In the collection Is a sword of this 


period, belonging to General Ganse- 
voort, decorated with the arms o( 
Great Britain, and Is undoubtedly of an 
old design. There is also a folding 
mahogany camp cot used by the gen- 
eral. 


The other uniform, which represents 


the period of 1810-1812, Is quite com- 
plete and In excellent condition. It Is 
made of a dark blue cloth, lined with 
buff flannel, having deep cuffs and a 
high collar, with broad lapels button- 
ing back to the coat, trimmed with 
gold braid and brass buttons Inscribed 
with an eagle surrounded by seven- 
teen stars. Accompanying this uni- 
form Is a chapeau de bras of dark blue 
cloth, cut in a half-moon shape, a de- 
sign of military hat adopted from the 
French, decorated with a black ros- 
ette, displaying the arms of the United 
States In gold and trimmed with gold 
braid.

ance of Their Owners. 


We are apt to think that the cat's 


ability to see In the dark Is due en- 
tirely to Its eyes,.but competent au- 
thority assures us that the feline's 
power In this respect is due almost 
as much to Its "whiskers." These 
delicate hairs that project from the 
muzzle of the cat family are wonder- 
ful mechanisms. Each one grows from 
n follicle or gland, nerved to the ut- 
most sensibility. Its slightest contact 
with any obstacle Is Instantly felt by 
the animal, though the hair Itself may 
be tough and Insensible. : The exag- 
gerated whiskers on the muzzle often 
project to such a distance that from 
point to point they Indicate the ex- 
act width of the body of the beast. 
Consider the lion stealing through the 
jungle at night In search of prey, when 
the least stir of a twig gives alarm. 
The lion's whiskers Indicate through 
the nicest nerves, any object that may 
be in his path. A touch stops him 
short before pushing through some 
close thicket, where 
the 
rustling 


leaves nnd boughs would betray his 
his presence. Wherever his head may 
be thrust without a warning from the 
vlbrlssas there his body may pass 
noiselessly. It Is the aid given him 
by his whiskers. In connection with 
the soft cushions of his feet, that en' 
ables him to proceed as silently a« 
the snake,—Harper's Weekly.
